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Summary 

Pogonatum inflexum (Lindb.) Par. and P. akitense Besch. are the most 
common mosses in Japan. The latter has hitherto been erroneously confused 
with the former by many bryologists. Having examined about 600 specimens 
came from the various districts of Japan, including the type specimens of both 
species, the authors clarified the distinctness of the two species. 
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
